The Ratification of the new Treaty between the Im- 
perial Courts of Petersburgh and Vienna, in which it is 
ftipulated that cither Power (hall furnith the other with 
30,000 Men in cafe of an Attack, having been perform- 
ed with a Solemnity that indicates a thorough good Un- 
deritanding between thofe Powers, we are now told that 
the Ruffian Army is kept on Foot partly to be in readi- 
nefs to fulfil this Engagement, if the Emprefs of the Ro- 
mans fhould find a revived Enemy near home, and part- 
by toadd new: Honours to the Houfe of Holilein by the 
Eleétion of a Duke of Courland during the approaching 
Dict of Poland.

lf we may rely upon our Accounts, the provifjonal 
Congrefs at Breda is to be opened Monday next at far- 
theft, Their High Mightinefies feem very earneft to bring 
about a Sufpenfion of Arms, and the French pretend they 
are in a very pacific Humour, if a proper Settlethent can 
be made of the Auftrian Netherlands. We are alfo told 
from Paris, that they expe& great Satisfa@tion. at his 
Britannic Majefty’s Nomination of the Earl of Sandwich 
to be Plenipotentiary, but for what.pasticular Reafon we 
are not informed.

By this Retreat, however, the Allies may fecure by 
the Mofelle that Jun&ion with the Reinforcements they 
expeét, which they could not effeé by the Maefe after 
the Lofs of Huy, and other Towns in the Neighbout- 
hood.—But this will be a long March round for the 
Succours from Great Britain. 

The Court of Vienna has publifhed another Account 
of the A&ion on the Tidone, which is again called a 
compleat Vitory: But the Narrative is far from ma- 
king any Addition to the Advantages we were before 
tuld of ; and upon the whole, it feeins doubtful whether . 
the Troops of the three Crowns, with the Reinforce- 
ments they may receive, will not yet give fome further 
Trouble before they quite evacuate Italy. ——Bnt this may 
depend upon the Truth of a Piece of Intelligence, which 
we have by the Way of Germany ; viz. that the King of 
Spain has ordered a]! his Money in Italy to be fent back, 
and it is expe€ted that the Men will follow. This 
might bring on an Invafion in Provence, which would 
in tome Meafure compenfate what has happened in the 
Netherlands.
